thousand miles away, Secretary Taft 
did not permit politics to interfere for 
a moment with his transaction oi 
official business as '•secretary of war. 
In the intermissions of the receipt of 
bulletins from the 
convention, 
the 


secretary disposed of several import- 
and departmental questions and when 
his nomination for the presidency was 
announced his desk practically was 
cleared of important official businesB 


Throughout the afternoon the pri 


vate office of Secretary Taft and the 
office of -his private secretary.

All evidence of the nervous 
strain which had been in her face 
during the afternoon had disappeared.

t was a happy scene—the realization 
of months of labor and tribulation. 


Among those whom the secretary 


greeted after his nomination were ail 
of the employes of the insular bureau 
of the war department, whom Secre- 
tary Taft was acquainted with' per- 
sonally. 


Turning to Secretary Root after the 


nformal reception, Secretary 
Taft 


inquired: 


"Shall we go now to the war col- 


lege?"

Secietary Taft was already in his 


riding clothes and he and General Ed- 
wards made the trip to the war col- 
lege on horseback while Secretary 
Root and General Bell, chief of staff, 
went in an automobile. As he was 
leaving his office Secretary Taft lean- 
ed over the desk of the telegraph op- 
erator and inquired ventatively: 


"I guess it's certain enough?" 
"Certain enough," said tSeneral Oli- 


ver, who was standing near. "You 
want it unanimous?" 


And a minute later a flash .came 


over the wire that the nomination had 
been made unanimous. 


Upon his return from the war col- 


lege, Secretary Taft was met by his 
friends of the University club, whose 
home is just across K street from the 
Taft residence. 


Secretary Taft was the first presi- 


dent of the club and always has man-* 
ifested an active interest in the organ- 
ization. As he ascended the steps to 
his home rhe was cheered enthusias- 
tically by a throng of several hundred 
people. The street was illuminated 
for squares with red fire, and mem- 
bers of the University club set 
off- 


scores of roman candles and sky- 
rockets. 


The Engineer Band was drawn up 


on the lawn of the University cl»b 
and played "Hail to the Chief as Sec- 
retary Taft 
dismounted from 
his- 


horse in front cf bis house. Falling, 
in line at the University club, diago- 
nally across the street, and met by 
the band, the enthusiastic clubmen 
paraded over to Mr. Taft's house and 
lined alongside the iron fence.

A great lot of red ffre was" then set 


off in the front yard, anfl in the gl«r» 
of the bright pyrotechnics the Secre- 
tary came to the front of the yard, 
followed shortly afterward by Mrs. 
Taft and Miss Taft and several in- 
vited guests. 


In behalf of the University club, its 


first vice president, David T. Day, 
made some introductory remarks, say- 
ing that the University club members 
took satisfaction in having suggested 
Mr. Taft's name as a likely president 
of the United States when the Univer- 
sity club was formed nearly 
four 


years ago, with Secretary Taft as its 
first president. 


Henry E. Davis, an attorney of this 


city, extended the felicitations of the 
club members in a witty speech, and 
was followed by Commissioner Mc- 
Farland in behalf of the citizens of 
the district. 


Then with the jovial and youthful- 


spirited clubmen singing with great 
gusto "For He's a Jolly Good Fellow," 
Mr. Taft shook hands with those Trtio 
had participated in the speechmaklng 
and, quickly getting his hat, started to 
keep an engagement at the White 
House.

Such is the record of the culminating 
of the Republican national convention, 
effected amid scenes of tumultuous 
enthusiasm and after a nerve-racking 
continuous session 
lasting 
nearly 


eight hours. 


The picture within the walls of the 


vast amphitheatre, as the presidential 
candidate was named was one truly 
grandiose in its magnitude In front, 
to the right and left, below and above, 
the billowing sea of humanity, rest- 
less after hours of waiting and stirred 
from one emotion to another, was in 
a fever of expectancy for tb* cul- 
minating vote. The favorite sons of 
other states had been named, save 
Knox and LaPollette, and now on the 
roll call came Ohio 
As the Buskeye 


state was reached, the tall, gaunt 
form 
of Theodore E Burton, with 


student-like tace and severe 
black 


clerical garb, ad-vanced to the plat- 
form to nominate Ohio's candidate. 
He spoke fervently, with the ringing 
voice of an evangelist, which went 
through the great building. The close 
of his speech of nomination was the 
signal for loosing the long pent-up 
feeling of the Taft legions. Instantly 
the Ohio_,delegates were on their feet, 
other Taft states following, while the 
convention hosts, in gallery and on 
floor, broke into mad demonstration. 


'•Taft, Taft, W. H. Taft," came in a 


roar from the Ohioans. 


Megaphones seemed to spring from 


concealed places And swell the Taft 
tumult into thunder. A huge blue 
silk banner bearing the familiar fea- 
tures of the statesman-secretary, was 
swung before the delegates awaken- 
ing a fresh whirlwind of enthusiasm. 


All semblance of order had been, 


abandoned and the delegates' arena 
was a maelstrom of gesticulting men, 
the 
guidons of the states were 


snatched up by the Taft enthusiasts 
or born under by the storm of dis- 
order. The band was inaudible—a 
mere whisper above the 
deafening 


volume of sound. For 10, 15, then 20 
minutes this uproar continued. It was 
a repetition of the scene when the 
name of Roosevelt threw the conven- 
tion into a frenzy; repeated in inten- 
sity and almost in duration. But there 
is a limit to the physical resources of 
throat and lung; relays had not been 
established, and at last the tired 
voices died down to a hoarse shout 
and finally subsided. 


This, lull now gave the opportunity 


for the speech seconding Taft's nomi- 
nation by Beorge A. Knight of Cali- 
fornia, his big, round face beajnmg 
forth on the sympathetic multitude 
and his splendid baritone voice well- 
ing forth like the tones of a great 
church organ. California's tribute to 
Taft was brief and fervid. Now there 
was another lull in the Taft move- 


Dent, while the remaining candidates j 
•were placed in nomination. 
j 


It was late in the afternoon before j 


the convention, now literally swelter-1 
ing with the intense heat and weary i 
after seven hours of continuous ses-' 
eion, reached the end or" the flood of j 
eloquence and the decks were at last 
cleared for the culminating act. But 
no, just as the last swell of oratery, 
the seconding speech for LaFollette, 
had died away, like a cyclone from a 
clear sky burst a LaFollette demon- 
stration, which swept the convention 
from its very bearings. It was the 
same deafening wa\e of sound that 
had greeted Roosevelt the day before 
and Taft a little while before, intense

of genuine enthusiasm. It seemed as 
though Wisconsin had suddenly peo- 
pled every foot of the galleries. 
The 


delegates sat calm and waiting except 
the frantic Wisconstns, but the con- 
vention for the time being was in the 
possession of the galleries. 


Now a singular transformation oc- 


curred; 
gradually the 
whirlwind 


veered from LaFollette to Roosevelt 
A banner bearing the Roosevelt por- 
trait and waved from the gallery was 
the signal for the change, but in the 
confused babel of voices there was no 
distinguishing where the 
LaPollette 


cheers ended and those for Roosevelt 
began. 


Among this pandemonium, and with 


the galleries in full control, Chairman 
Lodge decided upon heroic action in 
order again to make the convention 
master of its affairs. He ordered the 
rollcall of states to begin for the vote 
en president. Such a can, under such 
circumstances of intense confusion, 
has probably never before occurred in 
the history of national conventions. 


A ballot was taken to nominate a 


candidate for president while the con- 
vention was cheering frantically for a 
mar whose name had not been pre- 
sented to the convention. The votes 
were being counted for Taft while the 
people were shouting for Roosevelt. 
The delegates, 
however, cast their 


votes uninfluenced by the clamor o? 
the crowd. More than this, the first 
states om tB» call, Alabama and Ar- 
kansas, had been relied upon by a few 
Roosevelt enthusiasts to start a star*- 
pede for the president, but they held 
by their instructions while the stam- 
pede raged all about them. 
The secretary was powerless to make 
his call of the states heard above the 
deafening clamor. Seizing a mega- 
phone he shouted the roll of states—1 
"Alabama, Arkansas"—but his voice 
was swallowed up in the mad uproar. 
Gradually, however, the curiosity of 
the multitude conquered their enthu- 
siasm and they lapsed into silence to 
hear the result of the rollcall. A hush 
of expectancy hung over the assembly 
as the call proceeded. Hasty sum- 
maries siowed that Taft was far in 
advance. When New York was reach 
ed the Taft column totalled 427. Ohio 
carried the Taft total to 511, or 20 
more than enough to nominate. Still 
the call went on until the final result 
was announced by Chairman Lodge: 


"For Theodore Roosevelt, 3 votes: 


for Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio, 16; 
for Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana, 
40; for Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois, 
61; for Robert LaFollette of Wiscon- 
sin, 25; for Charles E. Hughes of New 
York, 63; for Philander C. Knox of 
Pennsylvania, 68, and for William H. 
Taft of Ohio, 702 votes." 


A great shout went up as Lodge 


concluded his 
announcement, and 


with one accord the cohorts of Can- 
non, Knox and Hughes and the other 
neroes joined in a common tribute for 
the candidate of the party. 


General Stewart L. Woodford, for 


Governor Hughes, leaping upo1* a 
chair, moved to make the nomination 
of Taft unanimous; benator Penrose, 
for Knox, Boutelle for Cannon, Henry 
of Georgia for Foraker and Wisconsin 
for LaFollette seconded the movement 
for a uanimous vote to the candidate 
The vote was given with a ringing 
cheer, and then, with shouts of exulta- 
tion over the new candidate, the con- 
vention adjourned. 


Earlier in the day the battle over 


toe platform had occupied the close 
attention of delegates and spectators. 
Tlfc platform, as framed by the com- 
mittee on resolutions, was read by its 
chairman, Senator Hopkins of Illinois, 
while a. minority report, reflecting the 
views of the supporters of Senator La- 
Follette, was presented by Congress- 
man Cooper of Wisconsin, It was on 
one hand the sledgehammer blow of 
the Wisconsin men against combina- 
tions and monopoly, and on the other 
hand the -sraniing of Hopkins against 
the "Socialistic doctrines of Wiscon- 
sin." 
The platform was adopted by 


an overwhelming vote, after many 
separate planks in the Wisconsin plan 
had been buried under adverse votes 


Among the oratorical events of the 


day that drew forth loud and contin- 
uous applause was the speech of C. 
B. McCoy of Coshocton, in placing the 
name of Senator Foraker before the 
convention.

ments subject to the approval of th 
commission, but maintaining alwayy the 
principle of competition between natural- 
ly competing lines and avoiding the com- 
mon control of such lines by any means 
whatsoever, and we specially favor th 
enactment of stich legislation as

provide for federal restriction against th 
overissue of stocks and bonds by inter- 
state carriers. 


Tartff Revision. 
The Republican party declares une 
qulvocally for a revision of the tariff by 
a special session of congress immediate

president, and commends the steps al 
ready taken to this end In the work as 
signed to the appropriate committees o 
congress, which are now investigating

American Industries.

Ixed in the law, the maximum to b« 
.vailable to meet discriminations by for- 
tign countries against American goods 
ntering their markets, and the mini- 
mum to represent the normal measure of 
protection at home; the aim and purpose 
of the Republican policy being not only 
:o preserve, without excessive duties, 
hat security against foreign competition 
o which American manufacturers, farm- 
ers and producers are entitled, but also 
.o maintain the high standard of living 
of the wage earners of this country, who 
are the most direct beneficiaries of the 
>rotectlve system. 
Between the United 


States and the Philippines we believe in 
free Interchange 
of products,, with 


such limitations as to sugar and tobacco 
as will afford adequate protection to do- 
mestic interests. 


Currency. 


We approve the emergency measures 


cent financial disturbance, and especial- 
y commend the passage by congress at 
he last session of the law designed to 
protect the country from a repetition of 
such stringency. The Republican party 


committed to the development of a 


permanent currency system, responding 
.o our greater needs, and the appoint- 
ment of the national monetary commis- 
sion by the present congress, which will 
mpartially investigate 
all 
proposed 
methods, insures the early realization of 
his purpose. The present currency laws 
have fully justified their adoption, but 
an expanding commerce, a marvelous

joint maneuvers of army and militia 
fortifying new naval bases and complet- 
ing the construction of coaling stations 
instituting a female nurse corps for 
naval hosplta's. and ships, and adding 
two new b'lttleshipa, 10 torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, three steam colliers, and eight 
submarines to the strength of the navy 
Although at peace with ail the world 
and secure In the consciousness that thi 
American people do not desire and wil 
not provoke s, war with any other coun- 


try, we nevertheless declare our unal- 
terable devotion to' a, policy that will 
keep this republic ready at all times to 
defend her traditional doctrines, and as- 
sure her appropriate part in promoting 
permanent tranquility among the na- 
tions.

realization of the hopes of centuries has" 
come within the vision of the near fu- 
lure. 


New Mexico and Arizona. 
We avor the Immediate admission of 


the territories of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona as separate states in the union. 


Centennary of the Birth of Lincoln. 
February 12, 1909, will be the 
one 


hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, an immortal spirit 
whose fame has brightened with the 
receding years, and whose name stands 
among the first of those given to the 
world by the great republic. 
We rec- 
ommend that this centennial 
anniver- 


sary be celebrated throughout the con- 
fines of the nation by all the people 
thereof; and especially by the 
public 


schools as an exercise to stir the patriot- 
Ism of the youth of the land. 


Protection of Americans Abroad. 


We commend the vigorous efforts made 


by the administration to protect Ameri- 
can citizens in foreign lands, and pledge 
ourselves to insist upon the just and 
equal protection 
of all our 
citizens 


abroad. It is the unquestioned duty of 
the government to procure for all our 
citizens without distinction, the rights of 
travel and sojourn in friendly countries 
and we declare ourselves in favor of all 
proper efforts tending to that end. 


Extension of Foreign Commerce.

one anything to possess. Republicanism 
would give equality of opportunity, which 
would assure to each his share of a con- 
stantly increasing sum of possessions. 
In line with t.iis tendency, the Demo- 
cratic party of to-day believes in gov- 
ernment ownership, while the Republican 
party believes in government regulation. 
Ultimately, Democracy would have the 
nation own t"he people, while Republican- 
ism would have the people own the na- 
tion.
